In Fig. 7, JP 2001-135692, the classification system is constituted by the core 
classifier 700 and the specific adaptive classifiers 720a-720e. Then, the classification 
depicted in Fig. 2 is implemented by the flow charge depicted in Fig. 6. However the 



document neither discloses nor suggests the feature of "to calculate the likelihood that 
the extracted defects belong to a classification class" in the "preparing" step of claim 1 
of this application.
